These 
statements did not originate in the office 
of the state superintendent of schools. 

It is difficult to arrive at a figure that 
would be considered adequate for the pur- 
pose of maintaining the schools of the state, 
largely because what would be considered 
‘‘adequate’’ salaries in one county would not 
be considered adequate in another county. 
At the request of members of ghe general 
assembly we have prepared a statemnt show- 
ing the amount needed to pay the salaries 
of teachers for a minimum school term of 
seven months for all Georgia schools. The 
teachers’ salaries, to be based on the quali- 
fications of the teachers, vary from $80 a 
month for a teacher holding a degree to 
$40 a month for a teacher without special 
training, This program would call for a 
state appropriation of approximately $9,000,- 
000. Of course if this program were enacted 
intoy law loca) school authorities would sup- 
plement the salaries of teachers and the 
length of school term as their funds would 
permit. I believe, therefore, that the state 
of Georgia should appropriate to the com- 
mon schools a minimum of $9,000,000. 

I realize that revenue re- 
ceipts of the state will not permit such 
an appropriation. Based on the present 
revenue receipts, I believe that the state 
commen school appropriation should be 3) 
per cent of the state tax collections, as is 
required in section 32-935 of the Georgia 
laws. Therefore if anticipated tax collections 
for the years 1936 and 1937 are only 
$8,000,000, then the appropriation of $4,000,- 
000 for the common schools would be in ac- 
cordance with the law: if anticipated tax 
collections are $10,000,000 then the common 
school appropriation should be $5,000,000. 

Federal authorities have emphasized that 
in order for the states to qualify for federal 
aid for schools the states must make an ef- 
fort to meet their own needs.

Forest fires covered great areas of| 
south Georgia with dense smoke today, | 
hampering highway travel, while dam- 
age from the seasonal woods burnings 
mounted, ; 

B.'M. Lufburréw, state forester, | 
said in Atlanta that damage to timber- | 
lands, present and future, was increas-

“Long leaf pines have a good seed 
crop only about every five to seven 
years, and slash pines about every

“These fires, now killing tender 
young seedlings, means that the natu- 
ral reproduction of the timber supply 
will be delayed just that long.”

But now comes the phenomena of 
an eastern European securities pact 
which Great Britain does not care 
to enter and the formulations of a 


military aviation alliance which 
probably will see both Great Britain 


and Italy relieved from the necessi- 
ty of mixing in the other's fight 
should an emergency arise. 

France has been the prime mover 
for the eastern European pact in her 
attempt to ring Germany around 
with a “wall of steel.” Judging by 
past history, it appeared probably 
that Great Britain would add her 
support to the French idea. But an 
authoritative source in London said 
recently that Great Britain would 
never sign any security agreement 
for eastern or central Europe, this 
despite the fact that. she has agreed 
with France and Italy that the inde- 
pendence of Austria must be pre- 
served. 

Even in this agreement can be seen 
the curious fact that, for some rea- 
son, the British and French foreign 
offices have issued joint proclama- 
tions of this agreement no less than 
three times since last year. Ob- 
servers have seen the _ possibility 
that some disagreement between the 
governments concerned occasioned | 
this redundancy. 

The aviation alliance appeared to 
be a joint idea of Great Britain and 
France, arrived at simultaneously in 
London and including Italy, Ger- 
many and Belgium in its conception. 
Belgium, of course, welcomed the 
thought that her powerful neighbors 
would rush to her defense in the | 
event of an invasion. | 

The plan openly was designed to 
bring Germany back into the League 
of Nations by a step tending toward 
the recognition of Germany's equali- 
ty. 

Since Benito Mussolini has been 
the premier of Italy, few nations 
have the temerity to suggest Euro- 
pean agreements of‘which they did 
not first make Il Duce full cog- 
nizant. Therefore, it scarcely is out 
of the way to assume that Musso- 
lini knew what Great Britain and 
France intended in the way of an 
aerial alliance before they brought 
the name of Italy into the proceed- 
ings. 

At once, ostensibly without the 
foreknowledge of Britain, Italy coun- 
tered with the suggestion that she 
agreed to the idea of such a mili- 
tary alliance but that she thought 
geographical reasons to co-operate in 
operations.

NAZIS MANEUVER 
10 END ARMS BAN 
THROUGH AIR PACT 


Counter-Proposals Seen 
asFruit of Der Fuehrer’s 
10-Day Seclusion; Wants 
Colonies Returned. 


BERLIN, Feb. 9.—(#)}—A nazi 
effort to turn the Anglo-French ac- 
cord into the knockout blow they have 
long wanted to deal the Versailles 
treaty was foreshadowed today as 
Adolf Hitler, in hermit-iike retreat, 
mulled over Germany’s line of action. 

Der Fuehrer was believed hunting 


for an opening that would enable him 
to pull the last Versailles thorns out 
of Germany's side. | 

With this belief as background, 
diplomatic quarters predicted counter- 
proposals to the Anglo-French pro- 
posals might issue from Hitler’s 10- 
day seclusion. 

On the outcome of the proposals, 
too, Reichswehr circles said the fu- 
ture strength of Germany's standing 
army, limited to “toy” size by the 
Versailles treaty, might partly de- 
pend. ‘Two other factors bearing on 
the reich’s future military policy, they 
said, were: 

1—The plan of certain French mili- 
tary circles for lengthening the 
French enlistment period. 

2—The future course of enigmatic 
Russia. 

Whatever Hitler’s success with his 
counter-proposals, it was agreed an 
attempt probably would be made to 
dislodge the proposed air alliance from 
the inclusive security agreement work- 
ed out ky the French and British.

NEW PEACE PACT 
FAVORED BY ITALY 


ROME, Feb. 9.—(#)—An official 
communique today affirmed the Ital- 
ian government’s adherence in princi- 
ple to the Anglo-French agreement 
reached in London. including the air 
pact, excepting only the obligations 
to be assumed by Italy and England 
toward each other. 

“Responsible Italian circles,” said 
the communique, “have followed with 
great attention the recent conversa- 
tions in London between the French 
and English governments, conversa- 
tions of which the Italian government 
has been kept informed. 

“These circles in general look with 
sympathy upon the final communique 
of these conrersations and _ believe

SEEN AS SOLUTION 
OF PACIFIC PEACE 


Japan’s Knowledge of 
Pact Would Prevent 
Warlike Gestures, Gen- 
eral Smuts Avers. 


_ CAPETOWN, Feb. 9.—(4)—Amer- 
ica and Britain, working together, could 
keep the lid clamped down on the Pa- 
cific, the world’s new danger spot, 
General Jan Smuts said here  to- 
night. 

“If Japan knew that treaty or no 
treaty there existed in fact a policy 
of practical co-operation between the 
British and American groups,” he told 
the South African Institute of In- 
ternational Affairs, “that knowledge 
of itself would in all probability suf- 
fice ‘to eusure peace in the Pacific.” 

Asserting Japan’s present policy 
holds within it the possibility that vir- 
tually the entire world may become 
embroiled in the Pacific, the South 
African soldier and statesman said: 

“The dominions desire the closest 
association possible between Great 
Britain and the United States in 
world affairs for their own future se- 
curity.” 

Eyes Upon’ United States. 

“They look partly to the United 
States,” he added, “for they feel sure 
that what happened in the Great War 
would happen again, and that in any 
grave crisis of the future and in any 
hour of danger these two groups would 
be found side by side, treaty or ‘no 
treaty.” 

At the same time, General Smuts 
declared the “sensitiveness” of Asiatic 
nations necessitates a “double dose of 
charity” on the part of Europe and 
America. 

“Japan’s situation calls for a large 
measure of patience, good will and 
co-operation between the United 
States and the British eommon- 
wealth,” he said. 

Delegates to the imperial press con- 
ference, which closed its Capetown 
session today, were among the andi- 
ence which heard General Smuts, who 
has just recovered from illness. 

Most Important Step. 

A practical policy of co-operation 
between Britain and America in the 
Pacific, he told his hearers, “for the 
maintenance of the integrity of China 
and future peace is the most impor- 


tant step that could be taken in inter- + 


national affairs.” 

“Unless the United States lend its 
co-operation in the economic or other 
isolation of an aggressor which has 
been marked down by the machinery 
of the League, the Paris peace pact 
will remain the pious hope it has been 
so far.” 

The speaker 
“sleeping Asia is awakening,” with 
the movement headed toward the 
“great power (Japan) which already 
claims naval equality with the two 
greatest sea powers in the world 
(Britain and the United States).” 

A flare-up in the Pacific. he warn- 
ed, right eventually involve Japan, 
China, Russia, the United States, 
Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land and India. 

“The situation in the far east.” 
the speaker commented, “must have 
had* a sobering effect on the Ameri- 
can outlook. 

“In the face of recent developments 
thinking America cannot but realize 
that the very basis of the old isola- 
tionist policies is being undermined.” 

Must uce Arms. 

General Smuts, who played an im- 
portant part in the treaty negotia- 
tions at Versailles. asserted Europe's 
next move should be toward substan- 
tial reduction of arms based on se- 
curity through extension of the Lo- 
carno system, an aim now being 
pressed by Great Britain and France. 
__Stressing the threat to western civ- 
ilization contained in the “twin men- 
wert of fascism and warefare, he 
said: 

“So far as Europe is concerned the 
League of Nations has come to stay. 
If civilization is to endure the only 
alternative is a return to the old sys- 
tem of balances of power and heary 
armament.” 

He termed experiments in govern- 
ment now being tried in Russia, Ger- 
many, Italy and elsewhere “tempo- 
rary expedients born of the neurosis 
of war misery and defeatism.”

Office Here, With Hun- 
dred Employes, Admin- 
isters Extensive and Im- | 
portant Federal Conser- | 
vation Plans.

Six million, five hundred thousand 
acres of federally owned land in 11 
southern states are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the southern region of the ; 
United States forest service, with 
headquarters in the Glenn building, 
Marietta street and Spring street, At- | 
lanta. | 

Approximately 100 people are em- 
ployed in this office administering a 
multitudinous mass-of affairs concern- | 
ing Uncle Sam's real property, conser- | 
vation of its natural resources, en-' 
hancement of its beauty and genera! 
development of its value as a great 
public-owned asset. 

Approximately 300 permanent em 
ploves, under civil service regulation, 
draw their pay checks from this of- 
fice, ‘including supervisors, forest 
rangers, surveyors, and experts of ev- 
ery variety needed in the greeatly va: 
ried activities which must be conduct- 


Fifty-four thousand members of the 
civilian conservation corps, assigned 
to 247 camps in the southern region, 
are largely under the control of this 
local branch of Uncle Sam's activities. 
In co-operation with the army, which 
has direct responsibility for these CCC 
camps, the forest service directs their 
work, supervises their activities and 
teaches them the lore of nature, the 
science of forestry, the methods of 
forest fire prevention and control, soi) 
erosion control, and beautification of 
forests, streams and mountain. 

During the third period of the na- 
tional emergency conservation  pro- 
gram, now under way, 1,800 miles of 
roads, practical for motor travel in all 
weathers, have heen constructed in the 
southern national forests by the CCC 
enrollees. In addition to this, 6,500 
miles of roads have been maintained. 


Many of the roads have been surfaced 
with erushed rock and gravel and, in 
Flerida, with shell.

Fight on the Screw W orm 


The 


The Worm In Its Adult Stage. 


This is the third of a series of articles on the screw worm and the 
efforts to control it, by Theo L. Bissell, entomologist of the Georgia Agri- 


cultural Experiment station. 


Mr. Bissell came to the station from the 


United States bureua of entomology and has been studying the winged 
parasites of plants and animals in Georgia since 1928.

The screw worm, which is the mag- 


winged fly, can be distinguished by 
the many rows of brown hooks on 
its body with which it burrows and 
holds itself in a wound. 

The fly or adult state has a bright 
greenish-blue body five-sixteenths of 
an inch long with three dark blue or 
black stripes on the back. The head 
is red and yellow. This fly is just 
a little larger than a green-bottle fly 


but 2.8 times as large as a house fly 
(determined by weight). ‘The blue 
body, three black stripes and red head 
will distinguish the screw worm fly 


trom any other except the false screw 
worm fly, C. macellaria. ‘The latter,

Successful Rose Culture 


By W. ELBRIDGE FREEBORN. 


February is a busy month for every 
owner of a rose bed or rose garden. 
Now it is that there are three things 
that must be done in order to have 
beautiful roses from year-old bushes. 
But before we consider these three 


| jobs, let’s think a bit about the rose 


garden—grow a rose garden in your 
mind's eye. 

One of the most important things 
to do while roses are still dormant is 
to remember the bushes that started 
to fail last year; those that were 
promises less and less each year. 
Maybe there were one or two that 
after a good many years of blooming 
showed a tendency to stop blooming. 
This is the time of the year to re- 
member that bush, to dig it up with 
a thousand thanks for the beauty it 
brought in the past and to replace 
it with a new young’ two-year-old 
plant. 

The most important job in the old 
rose garden is that of fertilizing. This 
should be attended to at once so that 
as soon as the plants begin to grow 
there will be plenty of food for thém. 
They have been dormant for several 
months and when they awake they ex- 
pect and should have, a good, big 
breakfast. The finest breakfast food 
that is possible to give them is well- 
rotted stable manure. This is rather 
hard to find now, but there are several 
good substitutes. Sheep manure, shred- 
ded cow manure or bone meal will be 
almost as good. Regardless though of 
the kind of fertilizer used, give them 
a good, big meal. 

Roses are expected to do consid- 
erable growing. both the plant itself 
and in the production of blossoms. All 
of the blooms come on new wood; 
that is, wood grown this year. Give 
the plant plenty of food and we will 
be repaid with plenty of blossoms. 

The second job is that of pruning. 
It is a most important task and one 
that must not be overlooked. For best 
results, that is, for well-shaped plants 
and lots of blooms, this pruning should 
be done before the plant starts to 
grow. The tgndency in pruning is to 
slight the fe As a matter of fact it 
is better to err on the heavy side 
rather than on the light side of prun- 
ing for best results. 

In the case of the tall, rank-growing 
hybrid perpetuals such as Paul Ney- 


_ron and Frau Kar! Druschki, cut them 
back to 


at least three feet. At the 
same time take out the weaker stems, 
leaving not more than six main stems. 
It is always best in pruning to cut 
back to an outside bud. This will 
leave an open top which will admit 
plenty of sun. This in itself will pro- 
tect the plant from disease, as well 
as insects. 

For the bulk of the roses. such as 
Radiance, Killarneys and Cochets— 
that is, the teas and hybrid teas— 
cut them back at least one-third. Take 
out the weaker stems, all dead wood, 
leaving not more than half-a-dozen 
main stems. 

Climbing roses need not be pruned 
as much as the bush varieties. 

In all sorts of rose pruning it is a 
good plan to prune back to an outside 
bud, leaving two or three buds behind 
this cut. ‘There is one important task 
in pruning. Before going into the gar- 
den examine the pruning shears, mak- 
ing sure that they are sharp, tight. 
and well oiled. If they are properly ad- 
justed and sharp there will be no 
bruises left, but only clean cuts that 
nature can and will heal nautrally

The few dis- 
eases that roses are subject to may be 
prevented with very little trouble, yet 
these same diseases are very trouble- 
some to cure. A thorough dusting with 
Massey dust just after the pruning, 
and this repeated at two weeks inter- 
vals, will be sufficient ins@rawce 
against mildew and black spot. Massey 
dust was originated by Dr. L. M. Mas- 
sey, a plant pathologist of Cornell 
University.

This dust 
as been tested by the American Rose 
Society and their tests show that it 
is the best preventative of the com- 
mon rose diseases, 


The best cure as well as the best 
preventative of rose diseases is the 
same as the best preventative of dis- 
eases in the human body. Start with 
a good, big. strong, healthy plant. 
Place this plant in good rich soil, give 
it water and food so that it may grow 
rapidly.

If rose bushes are thrifty with 
plenty of food and water, thoroughly 


cultivated and weeded regularly there 
will be little talk of diseases in that 
rose bed. At least 50 per cent of the 
healthfulness of the good rose beds 
comes from the proper loving care of 
the plants rather than from direct pro- 
tection and preventative measures em- 
ployed. , 


Selection of Place for Rose Bed. 

Select a place for roses where water 
does not stand after rains and one 
that is exposed to full sunshine part 
of the day. Trees and shrubs are ral- 
uable on the north side and west side, 
but keep the roses fairly far from their 
hungry root systems. The best soil is 
a rich clay soil, but roses do well in 
almost any soil if it is well fertilized, 
drained and cultivated. 


Almost any garden spot that re- 
ceives several hours of sun may be 
made into a spot that will grow 
roses well. Almost every garden in 
Atlanta has plenty of clay so few of 
us will have to worry about the 
amount of clay that is necessary, for 
the proper growth of roses. As a gen- 
eral rule our trouble will come from 
a lack of proper drainage and the lack 
of sufficient humus in the soil. 


The lack of proper drainage may be 
improved by removing the dirt to a 
depth of 18 to 24 inches and placing 
several inches of rocks and cinders in 
the bottom and replacing the soil. This 
drainage should lead to some sort of 
an outlet at a lower level. As far as 
humus is concerned, this may be sup- 
plied by the use of cow manure, that 
is thoroughly rotten, or by the addi- 
tion of peat moss. Because of the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining good, well-rotted 
stable manure the peat moss is the 
usual solution to the humus problem.

Business Upturn Checked 
By Uncertainty Over Gold, 


Other Disturbing Factors 


Measured in Percentages, Reaction So Far Is 
Very Slight, Says Speare in 


Weekly

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—A moderate 
halt in the upward trend of business, 
which appeared probable to observers 
of industrial signs late in January, 
has now developed. It is blamed on 
the uncertainty over the forthcoming 
decision of the United States supreme 
court in the gold clause cases. This 
undoubtedly has had a chilling ef- 
fect. But there are other factors en- 
tering into the situation. 


Production had increased more rap- 
idly than consumption. The force of 
an extraordinary retail trade at holi- 
day time had carried over into whole- 
sale markets. The expectation that 
the government program of spending 
would soon be in operation encour- 
aged advance orders for merchandise. 

These was a certain amount of 
cheerfulness generated by the strength 
of securities after the turn of the 
year. The business index had been 
rising for several months until it had 
reached the highest point since the 
summer of 1933. So, without the in- 
jection of the gold clause litigation, 
there was sufficient excuse for a pause 
in the recovery. 


ACTUAL DECLINE SLIGHT. 


Measured in percentages, the reac- 
tion has so far been slight. It is te 
tendency, rather than the amount of 
actual decline, that is significant. For 
instance, iron and steel production is 
up another fraction of a point this 
week, but it had been rising several 
points weekly since last autumn. 
now appears to have struck a level 
from which it may not advance fur- 
ther, but it may hold its gain. The 
output of electric power for the week 
ended February 3 was down from the 
previous week but still nearly 8 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 


The general business index, after a 
continuous rise of 15 points since Oc- 
tober, has lost less than a point. There 
is a moderate shrinkage in bank clear- 
ings throughout the country, pictur- 
ing the drop in retail business from 
the recent high point and the effect 
on trade of the extreme winter 
weather. 

The duration of this interval of 
business hesitation will be determined 
by the nature of the gold clause deci- 
sions and by the speed with which 
congress enacts into law the work re- 
lief bill which it is now debating. As 
the benefits of this measure cannot 
be applied to any extent for another 
60 or 90 days, it is fair to assume that 
the next positive pickup in trade will 
coincide with that season when “tue 
sap begins to rise.” 

BEARISH FACTORS DEVELOP. 


There are also deterrents in the

A large life insurance com- 
pany this week reports in its assets 
$110,000,000 more direct and guaran- 
teed treasury obligations than the 
year previous. There is still no sign 
that possible inflation is curbing the 
demand for government securities. 


An interesting incident of the week 
was the buoyancy in foreign dollar 
bonds following the announcement o 
the France-British accord. Strangely 
enough, this was most striking in cer- 
tain external loans. These are al) 
higher than at any time since the par- 
tial defaults on the 7 and 5 1-2 per 
cent issues occurred. At the same 
time the dollar bonds of Scandinavian 
countries have improved with the pro- 
posed redemption of more outstanding 
loans. For more local reasons, Japa- 
nese and Brazilian issues were in bet- 
ter demand. 


One cannot help being impress- 
ed by the effort of European states- 
men to create a better understanding 
on the continent, and, while the recent 
entente between France and Italy and 
the political unity just effected be- 
tween Great Britain and France are 
not guarantees of peace, they lead 
away from war and have developed a 
different atmosphere than that in 
which all Europe was living after the 
assassinations of the Austrian pre- 
mier and of King Alexander of Jugo- 
slavia last year. 


BILL EXPANDS REALTY LOANS. 


A feature of the new banking bill 
that has attracted less attention than 
those parts of it dealing with enlarged 
federal reserve powers is the permis- 
sion given to national banks to ex- 
pand their loans on real estate. At 
present they are allowed to make such 
loans in restricted areas for a term 
of five years, for 50 per cent of the 
appraised value of ,the property 
mortgaged and to the extent of 50 
per cent of their time deposits or 25 
per cent of capital and surplus. Un- 
der the pending bill any nationa 
banking association may make loans 
secured by first liens upon improved 
real estate of a business or residential 
character, and upon improved farm 
land. 

The amount of such a loan must 
not be over 60 per cent of the actual 
value of the real estate (comparing 
with 50 per cent now) but only for 
three years. However, where loans 
are substantially amortized they may 
be negotiated to the extent-of 75 per 
cent of actual value and mature in 
20 years. Further, such loans may 
be made in the sum equal to the un- 
impaired, paid-in capital of the lender 
or to 60 per cent of its time and 
savings deposits, whichever is the 
larger. 

There is every reason why all 
classes of banks should be encouraged 
to make more liberal loans on real 
estate and to issue them at rates in 
accord with current money returns. 
With their. deposits in large part 
guaranteed, they have available for

vestments a higher proportion of re- 
sources than ever before. 
maintain an extra liquod position. 


On the other hand, it seems to this 
writer that the effect of the new bank- 
ing bill will be that of again freez- 
ing the banks with too high a pro- 
portion of unmarketable loans which 
they may have been allowed to make 
at valuations too high for normal 
times and in too great a ratio to 
their most sensitive lines of deposits. 
In other words, the trend of banking 
suggestion on this type of loans has 
swung from’ the highly restrictive 
measures under the original federal 
reserve ruling of some years ago to a 
freedom in lending that the states have 
not been willing to countenance 


accept. There is no better invest- 
ment intrinsically than real estate; 
none that has been the subject of so 
much exploitation. 


The antagonism to the banking bill 
as a whole appears to be as much 
political as a reflection of honest 
alarm over the fate of the federal 
reserve system. It sets up once more 
the scarecrow of unlimited issues of 
bonds, including some of non-interest 
character, and the central bank 
threat. It is strange that those who 
are obsessed with these ideas should 
continue to gorge their portfolios with 
the very kind of investment’ that 
would be most sensitive to the mon- 
keying with the monetary policy of 
_ government that they seem to 
ear.

NET WITH LABOR 
WIDENS IN CAPITAL 


Administration C on f i- 
dent It Can Defeat ‘Pre- 
vailing Wage’ Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—())— 
The schism between organized labor 
and the administration over recovery 
codes appeared today to be headed 
toward a vider gulf of disagreement 
over the $4,880,000,000 work relief 
bill. 

With administration leaders claim- 
ing sufficient etrength to overturn 


the senate appropriations committee 
decision for prevailing wages in what- 
ever communities public works are 
undertaken, word passed around the 
capitol that the White House was in 
for one of its hardest battles when 
this issue reaches the floor, regard- 
less of what the committee does. 
_Counterbalancing this was the pre- 
diction of one of the shrewest poli- 
ticlans in the senate that, generally 
speaking, the republican independents 
and the democrats would join to put 
the bill through in virtually the same 
way it passed the house. 
Name Kept Secret. 

This authority, who preferred not 
to be quoted by name, underscored 
his forecast even after taking inte ac- 
count the tendency among democrats 
themselves to balk at many of the 
broad provisions in the measure. 

“Look at the World Court vote,” 
he said. “The democrats took one 
strike on that. They won't take two 
strikes and get that far away from 
the White House.

“IT don’t think we ‘should entice 
men to leave regular jobs to go on 
work relief,” he said on leaving the 
White House. 

While Senator McCarran, democrat, 
Nevada. author of the amendment ap- 
proved Thursday. 12 to 8, doubted the 
reversal could be accomplished, he 
conceded presidential pressure might 
do the trick. There was plenty of 
evidence the executive was doing all 
he could by telephone to ditch the 
amendment. 

Aids at Washington. 

_ Organized labor had its representa- 
tives at the capitol trying to counter- 
act whatever switches the president's 
adherents were accomplishing. 

Administration leaders based their 
forecast of a reversal on the amend- 
ment on two democratic switches and 
three more votes that were not cast. 
when the 12 to 8 verdict was given. 

The figured Senators McAdoo, Cali- 
fornia, and Russell, Georgia, demo- 
crats, would change to the adminis- 
tration’s side, and that Senators Tyd- 
ings, Maryland, and McKellar, demo- 
crats, and Nye, North Dakota repub- 
lican independent, who were not pres- 
ent before, would also line up with 
the president. 

This would make the vote 18 to 10 
against the amendment and if Sena- 
tor Overton, democrat, Louisiana, the 
only other absentee, who still is 
in Baltimore, voted by proxy the 
count probably would be 13 to 11.

The binding is 
calfskin and the book contains a 
number of unusual illustrations. 
It was purchased in Rome in 
1934 by Mrs. McRae.

drove the beautiful Diane de 
Poitiers into exile, and ruled 
France as queen-mother for many 
years. .

Pare appears 


Duc de Guise (‘‘Le Balafre’’) 
stood next to royalty and often 
directed its decisions. His niece, 
Mary Stuart, of Scotland, mar- 
ried the young Francis ll when 
the latter was the dauphin. 
Shortly after the nuptials, the 
youth succeeded his father, 
Henry Il. By marriage, de Guise 
was the king’s uncle, but he 
ruled France as much by power 
aS a military leader as through 
his kinship. 

Fearless in battle, de Guise was 
Struck in the face at the siege 
of Boulogne by a -lance, the 
hea’ of which penetrated with 
such force that it seemed im- 
possible to withdraw it ‘by the 
usual means. The surgeon first 
on the scene was not only du- 
bious of his own skill but feared 
the mighty Guise and his warlike 
and powerful family. 

When Ambroise Pare arrived, 
he saw at once that drastic ac- 
tion was required. Others less 
brave than Pare might have hesi- 
tated, for he was a Protestant 
(some historians assert he was 
a Catholic) and de Guise was the 
leading Catholic of the realm, 
next to royalty. Without hesi- 
tation, Pare placed* his foot on 
de Guise’s face and pulled the 
lance-head out. The scar left by 
the wound led to the nickname 
“Le Balafre,”’ which is found 
wherever de Guise’s name is 
nentioned. 


Pare, who has been called the 
father of modern surgery, did not 
have to die to obtain full recog- 
nition of his skill, daring and 

ning aS a surgeon. When 

Il, after a brief season 
e throne, was suddenly 
Stricken, Pare was called in. 

Apparently, the youthful mon- 
arch was the victim of a tumor 
abscess deep in the ear or 
in the brain. Pare, who had im- 
proved methods of trephining, or 
trepanning. was in attendance. 
The thought of penetrating the 
skull of royalty was abhorrent to 
the court. But still deeper was 
the fear felt bv two conflicting 
groups—that of de Guise, the 
Catholic, and of Admiral Coligny, 
the Protestant. 

“‘Le Balafre’’ knew that when 
the boy king died, he wguld be 
stripped of much of his power. 
He hesitated to press Pare for 
an operation, but he hoped the

ment. Coligny may. have won- 
dered if the king would get well 
if operated on. No agreement 
concerning an operation could 
be reached. Pare did not oper- 
ate. Guizot tells us that Fran- 
cis IPs death was caused by an 
abscess in the ear. When it burst, 
blood suffused the brain, and a 
new king, still younger, known 
as Charles IX, came to the 
throne. Catherine de Medici, 
queen-mother, reigned once more. 


Interesting is the story of 
Pare’s first recognition. The 
Marechal de Brissac was wound- 
ed by a bullet, and the attend- 
ing physicians were unable to 
locate it. The marechal was in 
great pain when Pare reached his 
side. He instructed de Brissac to 
assume the position he was in 
when struck by the bullet. Ina 
few minutes, having discovered 
the direction of the ball, Pare 
found and extracted it. The 
great French surgeon, who was 
born less than 25 years after 
America was discovered by Co- 
lumbus, changed the method of 
preventing infection. In ampu- 
tations, instead of applying a red- 
hot iron to stop bleeding, he used 
ligature of the arteries. Whether 
this was his own method or a 
rediscovery, has*been debated. 


Pare, who wrote 27 volumes, 
the majority of them relating to 
surgery, was not immune from 
jealous attacks. The Faculte de 
Paris charged that in his books 
he impinged on the empire of 
medical men. Pare was, as al- 
ways, gentle in his manner and 
kindly in his repljes, no matter 
how heated the assault on him. 
As an earnest of his tolerant and 
self-effacing spirit are the words 
he invariably used when he had 
completed an _ operation: - 
thank God, the Healer.”’ 

Pare’s collected works were 
printed in three volumes by M. 
Malgaigne, Paris.

F the story of Romeo and Juliet is an immortal ro- 

mance of young love, that of Antony and Cleopatra 
shows love at its sultry noon—love that seizes two 
adults and forces them to throw away the world and 
all it contains.

PORTING interest in dramatic long- 

distance ocean flights was revived again 

recently, when Sir Charles Kingsford- 

Smith and his navigator, Capt. 7. G. 
Taylor, landed their single-motored monoplane 
at the Oakland airport in California after a 
flight from Australia. 

Having crossed the Pacific ocean from both 
directions between the Antipodes and Califor- 
nia, Sir Charles may seem to have taken some 
of the adventure out of such flights. But ai 
transport people are now more concerned with 
establishing the future of long-distance flying 
over water on the same assured basis that it is 
conducted over land. 

And although Lieut. Charles ]. P. Ulm 
and two companions were lost at sea in an at- 
tempted California-to-Hawai flight shortly 
after Sir Charles’ achievement, establishment of 
a regular commercial passenger, mail and ex- 
press service between California and_ the 
Orient may not be far distant. 

Interest in such a venture was still further 
heightened when Amelia Earhart, already fa- 
mous for her trans-Atlantic flights, flew solo 
from Hawaii to California, making the perilous 
hop in 18 hours without difficulty. 

On the day after the great London-to-Aus- 
tralia air derby took off from England, Sir 
Charles Kingsford-Smith, who had _ retired 
from the race after an argument as to the air- 
worthiness of his plane, hopped from Brisbane, 
Australia, for California. le successfully 
showed, by reversing the course of his great 
flight in 1928, that his American-built plane 
was very airworthy indeed. 


BOUT the time that both the air derby and 

the exploit of the ‘flying knight’” were on 

the wing, there arrived in Los Angeles the mul- 

timillionaire Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, a 

director of the Pan-American Airways, Inc., 

accompanying the firm’s president, Juan A. 
Tripp, to the west on business. 

Before leaving Los Angeles these men, 
heads of a company which has been operating 
huge seaplanes in regular transportation service 
in the Caribbean, said that the company 
planned a regular three-day flying boat service 
from California to the Orient. Later. it was 
announced in Washington that a tect hop 
would be conducted early this year. 

Coupled with the California-Orient plans of 
Pan-American is the announcement that the 
Inter-Island Airways, which uses Sikorsky am- 
phibians, will also enter the a'r transportation 
business between Honolulu and the mainland. 

As a result, the Pacific ocean has brought to 
the forefront of world attention in commercial 
aviation. The Pacific lagged behind the At- 
lantic in the early days of flying. Now that the 
increased radius of action of airp'anes, together 
with the demonstrated ability of the modern 
aerial engines, has banished much of the early 
fear of over-water routes, eyes of commercial 
airline operators are looking to the Orient. 

While operators of commercial airlines are 
focusing their attention on the Pacific, the ma- 
ehines which they send through the skies are 
found to have a long-established center of in- 
terest in California.

Bg epic flight of Colonel 
Lindbergh, in 1927, was 
made in a Ryan plane built in 
San Diego. Kingsford-Smith’s 
“Lady Southern Cross’” was 
built at Burbank, Calif. 

And in the same period of 
air history in which the “Lady 
Southern Cross’ was winging 
her way over 7695 miles from 
Australia, Ey way of Suva, 
Fiji Islands and Hawaii, an- 
other California plane, built at 
Santa Monica, was roaring over 
the air derby route from Lon- 
don to finish second.in the race. 
It was manned by the Dutch 
airmen, K. D. Parmentier and 
J. J. Moll. 

The Atlantic ocean, with its 
shorter hops and multitudinous 
shipping along the flying routes, 
attracted the post-war aviation 
record seekers. The American 
naval seaplane squadron 
crossed the Atlantic via the 
Azores in 1919, first to fly the 
ocean. 

Then the British _ trans- 
Atlantic non-stop. flight was 
made from St. Johns, Canada, 
to Ireland, by Sir John Alcock 
and Sir Arthur Whitten Brown, 
in 16 hours, 12 minutes. These 
two were the first Britishers to receive the honor 
of knighthood for sporting achievements in 
aviation. 

To draw attention to the Pacific area for fly- 
ing shortly after these Atlantic flights of 1919, 
the late Thomas H. Ince, early motion picture 
magnate and a patron of aviation, posted a 
check for $50,000 with the city of Venice. 
Calif., as a prize for flying the Pacific. 

Under Ince’s requirements, any licensed 
aviator of any nationality might win $35,000 
by a flight from California to Australia or 
from the other direction. A prize of $10,000 
was offered for the first flight to Hawaiian 
Islands, or, in the event of failure, for the com- 
petitor covering the greatest distance. The of- 
fer remained in effect from September, 1919, 
to February, 1920. But there were no takers. 
Early birdmen thought the Pacific too dangerous. 


\ THILE the recent flight of Kingsford- 

Smith seems likely to become the last of 
the great ocean flights before regular air com- 
merce makes ocean flying more commonplace,

it was his flight with a navigator and a radio 
operator in 1928 that served to establish a new 
confidence in the reliability of modern airplane 
engines and the dependability of aerial navi- 
gation by the use of radio equipment. These 
mechanical aids, matched by the courage and 
skill of the airmen, moved the possbility of reg- 
ular frans-ocean flying a long way forward. 
When the Wright brothers led the way into 
the air at Kitty Hawk, North Carolina. in 1903. 
just 31 years ago last December 17, they flew 
a /50-pounf airplane equipped with a 12 
horsepower motor. The “Brazilian Clipper,”’ 
operated by Pan-American, the company, pro- 
posing the trans-Pacific service, weighs 38,000 
pounds when fully loaded and is powered with 
four motors, each developing 750 horsepower. 
The plane carries fuel for a range of 1250 miles. 
This clipper ship, built by the Sikorsky plant 
at Bridgeport, Conn., is a heavy duty type of 
flying boat carrying 32 passengers, 2000 
pounds of mail and express, and a crew of six. 
The Sikorsky plans for the special fiving 
boats for the Pacific operation are said to be 
(Copyright. 1935.

considerably larger than the clipper ship. A 
feature of the new type plane is said to be a 
streamlined working tunnel behind the engines 
in which mechanics will be able to withdraw 
a faulty unit and replace it in 20 minutes. 


SIRST crossing trom the mainland to the 

Hawaiian Islands was made in the summer 
of 1927 by Lieuts. Lester J. Maitland and 
Albert F. Hegenberger of the United States 
Army Aur Corps. 

Next across were Emory B. Bronte and 
F-rnest L. Smith a month later. They were the 
first civilians to span the great distance. The 
Dole race, won by Art Goebel with William 
Davis as navigator, followed by Martin Jensen 
and Paul Schluter, tock its toll of tragedies. 

Of the 12 entrants, nine started. Four turned 
back and Auggie Peddlar and Jack Frost, with 
their navigators and Mildred Doran, the “‘flying 
schoolteacher," were never heard from after 
they took off. It is believed that Frost reached 
the islands and crashed into the slope of Mauna 
Loa. Capt. William Erwin, who took off from 
Honolulu to try to locate the lost flyers, also 
perished when his plane crashed. 

Last year the United States navy, in a rou- 
tine delivery of six new large all-metal flying 
boats, detailed to. duty at Pearl Harbor in the 
Hawaiian Islands, decided to make the trans- 
fer by air. Taking off from San Francisco bay, 
the sky armada made the flight without the 
slightest trouble. 

The navy, from its Pearl Harbor base, last 


year also operated a flight comprising two di- 
visions, one of 12 and another of 18 patrol 
seaplanes, to French Frigate shoal, 500 miles 
from Honolulu on the little known extension of 
the main archipelago to the northward. The 
flight was entirely successful, without any cas- 
ualties of planes, surface ships or personnel. 


A LTHOUGH the United States navy was 
4 forced to abandon its plans for trans- 
Pacific dirigible airship travel in 1919, when 
Congress cut the navy’s aviation budget from 
$36,000,000 to $15,000,000, the Zeppelin 
may enter the ‘picture again under Goodyear- 
Zeppelin. This plan involves great expense, 
however, and large participation by the govern- 
ment in a type of lighter-than-air ship which 
has figured in many disasters. 

A feature of aviation within the Hawaiian 
Islands is the excellent conditions found there 
for glider operations. This was demonstrated 
first in 1931 when Lieut. W. A. Cocke, Jr., 
tock off in his glider ““Night Hawk” and estab- 
lished a new international duration record for 
glider of 21 hours and 34 minutes. The lieu- 
tenant also established an altitude record for 
this type of airplane of 3304 feet, which has 
been recognized as official.

area, and the world’s largest expanse of water, 
it littered to the southwest with a vast collection 
of islands which is termed Oceania. 

Important landing fields along the proposed 
trans-Pacific Line will be the Hawaiian Islands, 
the Midway Island, used as one of the cable 
stations between Honolulu and the Philippines, 
Wake Island and Guam. All of which is 
great news for these isolated ‘‘dots’’ in the mid- 
dle of the sea. 

So it would seem that the wings of great 
American-built flying ships, soaring like shut- 
tles in a great international loom, the warp of 
which stretches between Occident and Orient, 
may be an augury of new Pacific relations.

WW HEN Captain Walter Wanderwell was murdered 
on his white yacht, Carma, at Long Beach, 
California, a mystery was launched that has not been 
solved to this day. Who killed the handsome young 
globetrotter on that foggy night, and why? 

Behind the Captain's grim ghost were members 
of his expedition, attractive young people. Chiet 
among them was Aloha Wisderwelt, tall, willowy, 
beautiful young widow. In the narrative told on 
these pages, the Sphinx-like young woman discloses 
for the first time her life of perils, hardships and 
romance with her adventurous husband and the 
Strange episodes that led up to his tragic death.

S THE BRIGAND came toward me, hand on

The brig- 
and didn’t understand, but he did comprehend 
Consuelo’s high-pitched, explanatory Spanish 
from the other side of the hut. Apparently her 
words satisfied him.

We still seemed to be in a desperate situation.

appealed to many persons. This was true in all 
countries; 92 per cent of the people I have met 
in ten years of globetrotting have wanted to 
travel. People over 35 years say: “Oh, if I were 
ten of fifteen years younger, I’d do as you do.” 
And the young ones say: “When TI get a 
little money saved, I'll do as you do.” 


To return to our adventures: we headed 
north from Salamanca, crossing France 
again and moving toward Belgium. Con- 
suelo and Berkeley left the expedition and 
new members joined. What an odd crew 
we had then! Captain Wanderwell seemed 
to have a talent for attracting bizarre per- 
sonalities. In France we picked up Cody, 
an ex-pugilist from America; Jarocki, a 
Polish mechanic; and a pretty, ash-blond 
Dutch girl, Mrs. Siki. She had married the 
famous Senegalese boxer, Battling Siki;

During this stay in France I went home 
to Nice for a short visit to my mother and 
sister. When I returned, there were Mrs.

nose. Jarocki was little, squat, unkempt, good- 
natured.

We moved across Belgium and through Hol- 
land without any adventures worth recounting. 
But when we tried to enter Germany trouble 
started. Germany was in a turbulent state, 
there were constant armed clashes between re- 
publicans and monarchists. We were denied ad- 
mission but, as usual, Captain Wanderwell 
wouldn’t take no for an answer. We finally en- 
tered Germany by means of a ruse. At the bor- 
der station the Captain went ahead, obtained 
permission for himself, a single person, to enter. 
Then our two cars roared past the guard.

son,” he said. “We are in the midst 
of a currency inflation. I have fined 
you according to the pre-war value.

him like acid. So began the germ of his move- 
ment toward world peace. He was to form 
what he called the International Police, a good- 
will organization. He was to storm the offices 
of the League of Nations in Geneva, trying des- 
perately (and with some success) to interest 
them in his cause. 

In Germany and Poland, when we gave our 
little show, he used to produce “Private Cody” 
and: “Private Jarocki.” One had fought for the 
Allies, one for Germany. The Captain would 
end his speech: “Once enemies, these two men are 
today staunch friends in a common cause—Peace 
and Goodwill!” Always the house would ring 
with applause. 

Poland was delightful; we arrived in Winter. 
There were the troikas with their bells, and the 
horses galloping over white snow; there was the 
wild and barbaric Polish music, sometimes gay 
and sometimes sad; there was the strange food 
and the ghettos. Yiddish was one of the twenty- 
one languages Captain Wanderwell spoke; in 
those Jewish villages the natives would gather 
around us, asking questions about America and 
the Holy Land. They knew that we were from 
the United States and they supposed that our 
globetrotting would soon bring us to Palestine. 
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Near Warsaw we were met by a parade of 
motor cars—an escort to take us into the city.

‘Te Mowell-von Moschzisker 
poison pen case, referred to 
briefly in the trial at Fiem- 
tagton was another harrowing New 
dexeey fiasco. Had all the events 
ooturred within the walls of an 
asylum they would be much more 
understandable. From beginning 
to end it was a case for pathol- 
ogista rather than for policemen. 

Poison pen writers, who use the 
mails to perpetrate cowardly as- 
gaults upon the reputations ol 
others. can hardly be classed as 
normal human beings. Usually 
they seem to be quite norma!, and 
thev may be highly respected cit 
izens, but deep underneath there 
is something wrong, there is some 
sort of rotting process going on 
and given time the _ condition 
might end in complete insanity. 

One manifestation:-of the poison 
pen urge occurs when the writer 
of the scurrilous letters addresses 
them to himself and makes them 
public. He spares no one in the 
virulence of his attacks, not ex 
eluding himself. 

Some 10 years ago George Max- 
*ed, president of the A™Merican 
Society of Authors, Publishers and 
Composers, received many such 
letters, in which prominent .per- 
sons were named. Eventually 
Maxwell himself was indicted, 
charg@ with having been the au- 
thor, but was absolved and the 
case remained officially a mystery. 

Prior to that there was a cele- 
brated case in Germany. The 
writer, it afterward. transpired, 
was a German of high station 
who moved freely among those of 
the court circle mentioned in the 
letters. He was the principal sub- 
iect of most of the letters, just as 
Maxwell was in the American case.

German confessed that he had 
written all the letters, those to 
himself included. 

The Mowell-von Moschzisker 
mystery was the talk of Ridge- 
wood, N. J., a quiet suburb in the 
metropolitan district, for almost 
six. years. The opening events 
took place in 1925, the story be- 
came public in September, 1926, 
and the case did not reach its 
final stage until May, 1932, 

Three persons figured as prin- 
cipals in the events—Miss Sarah 
Mowell, 19, a statement clerk in 
the First National Bank of Ridge- 
wood: Walter Burnett, 23, good 
looking businessman of the town, 
and Mrs. Emma von Moschzisker, 
48. one of the society leaders of 
the region, wife of Frank A.-vyon 
Moschzisker, 63, a real estate 
agent for the Pennsylvania Raile- 
road. Mr. von Moschzisker was &@ 
brother of Robert von Moschzisker, 
chief justice of the supreme court 
of Pennsylvania. 

Miss Mowell and Wally Burnett 
were keeping company in 1925 
when the young man became ac- 
quainted with the white-haired, 
rosy-cheeked Mrs. von Moschzisk- 
er, The latter liked to have young 
people around her; she had no 
children of her own. Burnett, 
proprietor of the Suburban Elec- 
tric Company, an electric supply 
store, became a frequent visitor at 
the von Moschzisker residence. 

The buxom society woman 
formed what was later described 
as “a motherly affection for the 
handsome Burnett. She _ called 
him “dear boy,” squeezed his arm, 
and sent flowers to his home. 

Young Burnett accepted her 
ye-war Scotch and her cigarettes, 
as well as a loan of $98, buf re- 
fused the later testified) to take 
the association seriously, because 
of the great difference in their 
ages.

23, 1926, when Mrs. von Mosch- 
zisker made public the news that 
for months she and her husband 
had been receiving mysterious, de- 
famatory letters. The first note, 
received January 18, had come 
through the mail, and the subse- 
quent communications, she said, 
had been found on her veranda. 
The letters were laboriously 
printed in block letters, appar- 
ently with a stub pen. 

In the first letter the writer 
said: “Perhaps you do not know 
that I am engaged to Walter Bur- 
nett and I wish you would keep 
away from his store. You are a 
married woman and why can't you 
be satisfied with your own hus- 
band? I am having you watched.” 

Other letters called Mrs. von 
Moschzesker names. A note de- 
livered August 6 taunted: “Your 
youth is dying hard.” and con- 
cluded, “Good luck to your boy- 
catching game, but don’t try to 
separate any more engaged 
couples, for it can’t be done by a 
white-haired vamp.” 

Mrs. von Moschzisker told the 
reporters that she was bewildered 
by these unjust and cruel accusa- 
tions. “I am a happy and con- 
tented married woman,” she said. 
“I do not know what motive 
prompted the writer but I do think 
the long letter, at least, was writ- 
ten by a woman. Only a woman 
could be so unkind.” 

Prosecutor Archibald C. Hart 
expressed annoyance that Mrs. 
von Moschzisker had made public 
the story and ruined his investiga- 
tion. She had informed him about 
the letters several weeks before 
and he had assigned County De- 
tective Garrett A. Dawson to the 
job of tracing the letters and per- 
haps trapping the writer. 

Secrecy in such a case is, of 
course, essential], and yet Mrs. von 
Moschzisker had ignored instruc- 
tions, not only by making the 
matter public but by picking up 
and opening the latest letter 
found on the veranda. 

Naturally, the police had ques- 
tioned Sarah Mowell, as well as 
Burnett. Both professed to know 
nothing about the authorship of 
the poison pen notes. 

“Thus far we haven't anv evi- 
dence that would warrant us pre- 
ferring a charge against any one,” 
Said Hart a bit sourly. “I don’t 
know whether to continue the in- 
vestigation or not, Mrs. von 
Moschzisker has thrown a wrench 
into the works.” 

However, the von Moschziskers 
had already retained former Dis- 
trict Judge Frederick V. Watson 
as their attorney in this matter, 
and the investigation continued. 

“We intend to push this case 
until, the guilty parties are pun- 
ished,” announced Mr. von Mosch- 
zisker and his bewildered mate. 

If was to prove a most painful 
affair for a great many persons— 
painful unto death for Sarah 
Mowell. 

The case passed from the news 
for almost a year, and then Miss 
Mowell was arrested on August 
10, 1927. Mrs. von Moschzisker had 
received more poison pen letters, 
f™ one of which the writer de- 
manded $40,000. She and her hus- 
band had received in all 15 letters. 
Some of them had hinted at let- 
ters the elderly woman had writ- 
ten Wally Burnett, as well as let- 
ters he was supposed to have writ- 
ten her. 

Former Judge Cornelius Dore- 
mus, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank, expressed a widety- 
held view when he said, after Miss 
Mowell’s arrest, “I can’t believe 
that any person thus placed under 
suspicion would continue to write 
such threatening letters as is 
charged.” 

The young woman’s attorney, 
Edmond B. Randall, said, “If this 
case ever comes up, We will quick- 
ly prove Miss Mowell’s innocence. 
and when this time comes she will 
sue for heavy damages for false 
arrest, false imprisonment and 
other things.” 

Walter Burnett said that he had 
the utmost confidence in Sarah 
and that when the time arrived 
she would be thoroughly vindi- 
cated. 

Another letter arrived on Aug- 
gust 17. It threatened Mrs. von 
Moschzisker with death unless she 
withdrew the charge against Miss 
Mowell, -The letter was mailed in 
Ridgewood while the accused girl, 
who had been released on bail. 
was out of town on a two-week 
vacation. In other words, if Miss 
Mowell wrote this final note. then 
some one else must have mailed it. 

Nevertheless she was indicted in 
October and went on trial in 
Hackensack before County Judge 
William M. Seufert on February 8, 
1928. The courtroom was filled 
with Ridgewood society women 
seeking a thrill in the threatened

revelations. Former Judge John 
B. Zabriskie was the defense at- 
torney and John J. Breslin the 
prosecutor. 

Breslin in his address to the all- 
male jury suggested jealousy of 
Mrs. von Moschzisker as the de- 
fendant’s motive, and he ridiculed 
the idea that Mrs. von Mosch- 
zisser had wanted to wreck the 
girl’s romance with the handsome 
Wally. 

Zabriskie asserted that the de- 
fense would prove beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that the com- 
plainant, Mrs. Emma von Mosch- 
zisker, had written all the poison 
pen letters herself. 
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Thus the trial became. almost 
exclusively, a parade of hand- 
writing experts. Expert Osborn 
testified for the prosecution that 
the letters had “a very strong con- 
nection” with the defendant’s 
acknowledged handwriting. Ex- 
pert Edward Schwartz, of Newark, 
concurred and later Expert El- 
bridge W. Stein testified that the 
letters received by Mrs. von 
Moschzisker were in “the same 
handwriting as appeared in Miss 
Mowell’s standard letters.”

Mrs. von Moschzisker took the 
stand for the state, told of receiv- 
ing the letters, and of the defend- 
ant coming to her home once {io 
protest against Wally’s being there 
so frequently. 

Zabriskie, on opening his cross- 
examination, asked her to write 
and print words with various types 
of pens. She declared that she did 
not know how to print, but the 
defense produced her automobile 
licenses and proved that she did 
know how to print. On the de- 
fense attorney’s suggestion, the 
court ordered her to print the en- 
tire $40,000 extortion letter, which 
was the basis of the indictment. 

Expert Osborn, on the stand 
agai the second day, admitted 
under cross-examination that the 
poison pen handwriting could be 
very easily copied and that one did 
not have to be an expert to suc- 
ceed at it. 

Burnett was the star witness 
for the defense. The white-haired 
complainant craned her neck as 
he took the stand and her eyes 
never left his face while he testi- 
fied. His story dealt somewhat of 
a blow to the state’s contention 
that Mrs. von Moschzisker had en- 
tertained only a friendly interest 
in him. 

He told of her handing him a 
card on which she had written: 

“If a body like a body 
“Awful, awful hard, 

“Could a body send a body 
“Just a little card?” 

He told of a telephone conver- 
sation between Mrs. von Mosch- 
zisker and a Mrs. Foster, to whom 
Burnett had sold an electric re- 
frigerator. “Mrs. yon Moschzisker 
told me, while I was at her home, 
that Mrs. Foster had asked her, 
‘Where did you discover that in- 
teresting young appliance sales- 
man? and she replied, ‘You keep 
away from him! I saw him first!” 

He told of another visit to her 
home, when she offered him $5,- 
000. She had telephoned him one 
Saturday night, asking him to 
come over. He had replied that 
he had an engagement but she 
pleaded and he dropped in for a 
few minutes to have a drink. 

“When I entered the house she 
told me that her husband was in 
Chicago.” the witness testified. 
“She said that a former suitor had 
died and left her $5,000 and that 
she could not tell her husband and 
couldn’t put it in the bank be- 
cause he would find out. She said 
to me, ‘You take it!’” 

But then he hurried off to keep 
his date. Several days later, he 
said, Mrs. von Moschzisker in- 
formed him that if he had not 
rushed away she would have given 


cern.” She got to calling him 
“dear child” and “dear boy,” and 
took to patting him on the arm 
and squeezing his arm as he left. 

He insisted he had seen nothing 
wrong in visiting the von Mosch- 
zisker home, since the woman was 
twice his age. .

Speaking in a light, rather 
childish nasal voice, she denied 
that she had written the letters, 
denied that she had ever said an 
unpleasant word to Mrs. von 
Moschzisker, and in identifying 
samples of her writing, including 
ledger sheets from the bank, ex- 
plained that she wrote with her 
left hand. 


She repeated her denials under 
cross-examination. 

@. Weren’t you jealous of Bur- 
nett’s visits to Mrs. von Moschzis- 
ker’s? A. No. I wasn't. 

Q@. Isn't it a fact that he refused 
to marry you, after you were en- 
gaged, because of a physical ail- 
ment that vou have? A. It is not. 

Mrs. Katherine Fox, mother of 
Burnett. told of a telephone call 
from Mrs. von Moschzisker in Au- 
gust, 1926. It went as follows.

It developed later that Mrs. von 
Moschzisker had sent flowers on 
occasion to Mrs. Fox, suggesting 
that the mother put them in 
Wally’s room. 

Now came the defense experts. 

Expert Bushrod H. Spencer said 
the anonymous letters had all been 
written by a right-handed person, 
and that that person was the com- 
plainant. He went through the 
alphabet from A to Z, pointing out 
to the jury Similarities between 
Mrs. von Moschzisker’s writing 
and the writing in the poison pen 
letters. 


The Charm Cocktail

AKE nine parts of Wisdom, 
add one part of Wit, season 


to taste with Personality, 


Shake with the crystal ice of Gaiety 
—and you have Charm, 

The easiest way to be charming 
is to forget one’s self—and the 
easiest way to do that is to know 
the rules of good manners so 
thoroughly, and to practice them 
So assiduously that they become 
second nature. Only by knowing 
how to be either the perfect hos- 
tess or the perfect guest can one 
forget one’s self, and so give one’s 
personality free rein. 

Manners used to be so involved, 
SO specialized that only those to 
whom leisure had been given 
could afford them. But now, along 
with many others of the complida- 
tions of social intercourse, we have 
discarded the elaborate ritual that 
used to: attend the every move of 
the well-mannered person. No 
longer do we insist on an elaborate 
system of calling cards. We feel 
free, on the contrary, to‘ run in 
and out of our friends’ houses 
causually and impulsively. We 
no longer insist that our men- 
folk don formal clothes every time 
we fell the urge to wear a back- 
less frock. Nor do we insist that 
all functions should begin at 
Stated times and end at an ap- 
pointed hour. 

Instead of the rigid code of our 
grandmothers, we find a rather 
loose series of rules which have 
for their purpose only to make 
living gracious and pleasant. Be- 
cause we have gotten to like a 
cocktail with one friend, dinner 
with another, and perhaps a the- 
ater or bridge with still another. 
we have discarded the formality 
of evening clothes, and elaborate 
dinners. But, probably just be- 
cause we prefer the casual life, 
we are coming to insist that each 
function be done as exquisitely as 
possible. 

Gone is the hey-dey of the post- 
war jazz age when manners were 
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Mrs. Emma von Moschzisker, one of the principals

“The anonymous letters simply 
could not have been written by a 
left-handed person,” he said. Un- 
der cross-examination he asserted 
that it was “a 1,000 per cent more 
likely that the poison pen notes 
were written by Mrs. von Mosch- 
zisker than by the defendant.” 

Expert August Hartkorn pointed 
out a similarity which must have 
impressed the jury most of all. In 
both Mrs. von Moschzisker’s 
acknowledged writing and in the 
anonymous letters the apostrophe 
was misplaced in such words as 
“haven't,” “wouldn't,” etc. That is, 
the apostrophe was placed before 
the “n” instead of after it— 
“have'nt,” “would’nt.” 


He pointed out, too. that the 
word “disease” was misspelled, as 
“desease,” in the anonymous let- 
ters and in the request writing 
Mrs. von Moschzisker did in court. 

The jury took the case on Feb- 
ruary 16 and after 2 hours and 
12 minutes returned a verdict of 
not guilty. 

Said Mrs. Moschzisker, “I have 
no feeling of enmity. Some day 
the mystery of those letters prob- 
ably will be cleared up.” 

The following November Attor- 
ney Zabriskie, on behalf of Miss 
Mowell, filed suit for $75.000 dam- 
ages against Mrs. von Moschzisker 
and her husband, alleging false ar- 
rest and false imprisonment. In 
the action Miss Mowell asserted 
that because of Mrs: von Moschzis- 
ker’s complaint she had lost her 
job and suffered nervous troubles 
for weeks. Moreover, she had 
been compelled to seek treatment 
at Saranac Lake, N. Y. 

Trial of the suit was delaved 
due to the young woman’s failing 
health—she was suffering from 
tuberculosis. The complainant 
agreed to be examined before trial, 
but at a preliminary hearing on 
March 1, 1930, Mrs. von Mosch- 
zisker flatly refused to answer any 
questions. 

The trial of the damage suit be- 
gan on March 24 before Judge Ed- 
win C. Caffrey. John Breslin. who 
had prosecuted the case against 
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scrapped and people seemed to 
fall over one another in a vain 
attempt to be as gauche as possi- 
ble, and instead we are seeking 
the beautiful “little dinner,” just 
the right late supper, and a cock- 
tail hour that invites conversation 
rather than hilarity.

It is so 
easy now to find out what is the 
correct procedure that we do not 
easily overlook laxness. And since 
we know that it is really easier to 
observe the few remaining rules, 
we can only call the sloppy hos- 
tess lazy. 

Find out, now, whether or not 
you are right. Consult any reliable 
book of etiquette and ask ques- 
tions of those whose service you 
admire. Don’t be shy about check- 
ing up on yourself. Just remem- 
ber that it is really easier to be 
right. 

The nine parts of Wisdom—or 
knowledge of the ways of the 
world—are the biggest items in 
our, Charm Cocktail—and_ the 
easiest. Somehow or other, 
though, once those nine parts are 
mastered. the one part of Wit 
comes naturally to hand, and a 
new sparkle of Personality will 
just add itself to your already 
superlative Cocktail. As for the

Mowell retaliated with a amit. 


Miss Mowell, was now counsel for 
the von Moschziskers. Six men 
and six women composed the jury. 
Miss Mowell was too ill to appear 
in court. 

Zabriskie opened the case by 
reading the story of the complain- 
ant’s arrest, trial and acquittal, as 
contained in a long deposition 
given by Miss Mowell in the pres- 
ence of a supreme court commis- 
sioner. 

The testimony was much the 
same as came out in the previous 
trial. Expert Spencer again went 
through the entire alphabet, 
pointing out similarities between 
Mrs. von Moschzisker’s handwrit- 
ing of the poison pen letters. He 
stressed such peculiarities as the 
misplaced apostrophes, the nume- 
rous dashes low down on a level 
with the bottom of the letters, and 
the fact that there was a deep 
indentation at the beginning of 
each letter, and almost no inden- 
tation for subsequent paragraphs 
—a peculiarity common both to 
Mrs. von Moschzisker’s writing 
and the anonymous letters. 

Former Judge Doremus, testify- 
ing for the plaintiff, said that 
Mrs. von Moschzisker told him 
that Sarah Mowell wrote the mys- 
tery letters and asked him to dis- 
cherge her from his employ. 

Burnett testified again, as well 
2s Expert Hartkorn. 

Mrs. von Moschzisker, in her 
own defense, denied all the 
charges. She had not written the 
letters, nor had she borne any 
malice toward Miss Mowell. 

Cross-examined, she answered 
many queries with “I don't re- 
member” or “I may or I may not 
have.” Her heavy horn-rimmed 
glasses slipped down over her tiny 
wriggling nose and she winced 
visibly as Zabriskie shot question 
after question. | 

Breslin in his summation sug- 
gested that the jury take all the 
expert testimony “and throw it out 
the window.” He said that if the 
jury returned a verdict against the 
defendants it would mean “over 
the hill to the poorhouse” for 
them. 

After five and one-half hours 
the jury found for the plaintiff to 
the amount of $25,000. Several 
weeks later Judge Caffrey took it 
upon himself to reduce the verdict 
to $13.000, ruling that the amount 
fixed by the jury had been exces- 
sive. The Mowells decided not to 
contest the reduction. 

But the case labored on through 
the usual legal moves, The von 
Moschziskers appealed, and a year 
later the state supreme court up- 
held the verdict. Then came their 
appeal to the court of errors and 
appeal. It was not until May 16, 
1932, that this court affirmed the 
jury’s decision. 

But Sarah Mowell was not on 
hand to enjoy the victory or the 
cash award. She was in Cedar 
Lawn cemetery in Paterson, hav- 
ing died September 3, 1931.

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No. 156—“Antiochus, Driven from Persepolis, Dies from the Plague.”—Judas Maccabeus gathered a group of followers and when Nicanor, the 
son of Patroclus, the general of King Antiochus, was sent against him, Judas put him to flight. Other enemies, including Timotheus, were also 
defeated by Judas, and Nicanor fled to Antioch. Antiochus, meanwhile, who had been routed from Persia by the inhabitants of Persep- 
olis, heard of the defeat of Nicanor and of Timotheus., “Then swelling with anger, he thought to avenge upon the Jews the disgrace done 
unto him by those that made him flee. Therefore commanded he his chariotman to drive without ceasing, and to dispatch the journey, the 
judgment of God now following him. For he had spoken proudly in this sort, That he would come to Jerusalem, and make it a common bury- 
ingplace of the Jews. But the Lord Almighty, the God of Israel, smote him with an incurable and invisible plague: for as soon as he had 
spoken these words, a pain of the bowels that was remediless came upon him, and sore torments of the inner parts.” II Maccabees ix, 5-6. 
In his pain Antiochus began to lose his pride and promised not only to set the holy city of Jerusalem free, but to become a Jew. “And 
as touching the Jews, whom he had judged not worth so much as to be buried, but to be cast out with their children to be devoured of the 
fowls and wild beasts, he would make them all equals to the citizens Of Athens; And the holy temple, which before he had spoiled, he would 
garnish with goodly gifts, and restore all the holy vessels with many more, and out of his own revenue defray the charges belonging to the 
sacrifices: Yea, and that also he would become a Jew himself, and go through all the world that was inhabited, and declare the power of God.” 
Il Maccabees ix, 15-17. He wrote a letter to the Jews, declaring his good will toward them, but for all this his pain did not cease. “Thus the 
murderer and blasphemer having suffered most greviously, as he entreated other men, so died he a miserable death in a strange country 
in the mountains.” II Maccabees ix, 28. 
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No. 15;—*“Judas Overthrows the Armies of Timotheus."—The concluding chapters of II Maccabees are occupied with the wars of Judas Mac- 
cabeus and cover the same period of history as do the early chapters of I Maccabees. In Chapter x is recorded how Judas recovered the 
city of Jerusalem and purified the temple; how Gorgias, a general of the king of Syria, waged war against the Jews and several other incidents 
of the campaign of Judas. The rout of Lysias, cousin and guardian of the young King Antiochus V, is described in Chapter xi, and the cap- 
ture of the stronghold Caspis by Judas is told in the first part of Chapter xii. Judas marched from Caspis against Characa. “But as for Timo- 
theus. they found him not in the places: for before he had dispatched any thing, he departed from thence, having left a very strong gar- 
rison in a certain hold. Howbeit, Dosithous and Sosipater, who were ef Maccabeus'’s captains, went forth, and slew those that Timotheus had 
left in the fortress, above ten thousand men. And Maccabeus ranged his army by bands. and set them over the ban‘s, and went against 
Timotheus, who had about him an hundred and twenty thousand men of foot, and two thousand and fite hundred horsemen. Now when 
Timotheus had knowledge of Judas’s, coming, he sent the women and children and the other baggage unto a fortress celled Carnion: fer the 
town was hard to besiege, and uneasy to come unto, by reason of the straitness of all the places. But wen Judas’s first band came in 
sight, the enemies, being smitten with fear and terror through the appearing of him that seeth all things, fled amain, one running this way, 
a ad that way, so as that they were often hurt of their own men, and wounded with the points of their own swords.”

URING a recent national 
1) tournament held in New 

York city the executive 
committee saw fit to authorize 
certain systems of bidding, osten- 
sibly, to save time in the play. 
The ruling created a mild sensa- 
tion among players and a furore 
among outsiders. It brought on 
law suits and challenges and im- 
planted in the minds of many an 
entirely wrong idea regarding the 
world of bridge. 

Quoting from the Daily News, 
Welch, W. Va.. we offer this as 
a sample: 

“Enter the bridge racket—not 
told but contract. This extensive 
pastime which recognizes neither 
codes nor 30-hour weeks, is be- 
coming regimented. Bridge leagues 
are now organized, but to play in 
their tournaments you must use 
the system, they designate. The 
accepted systems of today are 
Culbertson, Sims, Vanderbilt and 
Reith. Most others are barred.” 


This interpretation of that un- 
fortunate ruling—to which I, per- 
sonally. object—is entirely erron- 
eous. The comniittee, in its desire 
to smooth the players’ path, made 
a mistake—but don’t we all? 

In tournament play of national 
character, where championship 
titles are at stake, and partici- 
pants enter from all parts of the 
country, there has been much con- 
fusion, many protests, and loss of 
time, over unusual bidding sys- 
tems—especially those that con- 
tain artificial calls. Explanations 
must be made as the users meet 
each new pair. That takes time 
and holds up the tournament at 
each table where such explana- 
tions are necessary. 

Another thing. The adversaries 
should know as much as your 
partmer about the information 
conveyed by your bids. That's 
fair, but not feasible. Misunder- 
standings arise which bring pro- 
tests. Feelings are hurt and pride 
is dragged in the dust. Some- 
times, bitter acrimony is generated 
which later may lead to face- 
slapping. 

So, you see, that committee 
something to think 
about. But it did not think clear- 
ly. Banning or authorizing sys- 
tems is not the remedy, as they 
found out. 


Strange as it may seem, there 
were no protests on bidding. 

What action the United States 
Bridge Association will take in 
regard to the explanation of bid- 
ding methods, I cannot predict. 
The forthcoming Grand Nationals 
may bring the issue to the fore 
but I know the committee will 
make no foolish errors. Autoc- 
racy has never been a plank in 
the U. 8. B. A. platform. 


CHINA BRIDGE-MINDED. 


From Hankow, China, comes 
the report that bridge has be- 
come the occupation of a man 
who once ruled thirty million peo- 
ple, owned the largest arsenal in 
China and commanded an army 
of 200.000. 

That man is Chang Hsueh- 
Liang the “young marshal” who 
was deposed as ruler of Man- 
churia, when the Japanese army 


took over Mukden, three years 
ago. He went to Europe for a 
long “rest cure” and returned to 
China more robust and carefree 
than ever. 

Marshal Chang is now in Han- 
kow as bandit-suppression com- 
missioner. His duties are far from 
onerous and his evenings are 
spent at the Internal Race and 
Recreation Club, playing con- 
tract. 

China is becoming bridge mind- 
ed.

Sam Gordon, a bridge writer for 
a newspaper in Oregon, has found 
a new specie of player. He calls 
him a “disarming player,” acquits 
him of artfulness, cunning and 
deception but makes his accusa- 
tion of impenetrability stick. Gor- 
don says: 

“Arthur 8S. Vosburg is plainly 
and obviously straightforward. He 
is aggressively conservative, start- 
lingly logical, and soundly strate- 
gical. But you get the impression 
that he should have zigged when 
he zags and should have zagged 
when he zigs. As a result oppo- 
nents are monkeving with the 
buzzsaw when they figure he is 
out on a limb.”

North played a 
small club taken in the dummy 
by the king and followed by a 
heart lead which trapped South’s 
king. 

Having won with the heart ace, 
Miss Murdock then made the play 
that gained the extra trick. She 
led her last spade. This she 
trumped with dummy’s ace, fig- 
uring South fer a doubleton queen 
of diamonds. That gave her the 
chance to pick up both the queen 
and the ten of trumps, giving her 
four diamonds, losing only two 
spades and one heart. 

The top score for North and 
South went to Jean Mattheys and 
Sherman Stearns, of New York, 
who bid one club. were doubled 
and permitted to play it at that 
contract for a score of 290.
